Roadside Adv ertising 


(Guest editorial reprinted from the Chicago 
Tribune.) 
Motorists trav eling U.S. 66 (also Interstate 55) 
between Chicago and St. Louis will note it has 
been named the Stev enson freeway. This designa­ 
tion. announced by Gov . Kerner a few- weeks ago, 
on the first anniv ersary of the death of Adlai E. 
Stev enson, appears on roadside markers erected 
about ev ery 10 miles along the 300-mile route. The 
markers bear not only Stev enson's name but also 
his profile. 
When Stev enson was gov ernor, all his admin­ 
istration did was conv ert a short stretch of sev en 
or eight miles of U.S. 66 from Springfield south 
into a four-lane highway. Former Gov Stratton de­ 
serv es the credit for recognizing the highway as 
the main route between Chicago and St. Louis and 
insisting that it be four-laned all the way. 
In the Chicago area, expressways hav e been 


named for former President Eisenhower, the late 
President Kennedy, and the late Dan Ryan, as well 
as for Stev enson, but none has the roadside mark­ 
ers that hav e been put up along the full route of 
U.S. 66. This is the first downstate highway to be 
named for a political figure. 
It must be assumed, therefore, that the Stev en­ 
son markers hav e a political implication and were 
put there to remind the v oters that Adlai Stev en­ 
son III is the Democratic candidate for state 
treasurer. It must hav e cost the state a consider­ 
able sum to put up so many markers. Harris Rowe 
of J acksonv ille, the Republican candidate for treas­ 
urer. has to rely on less nov el methods of publiciz­ 
ing his candidacy, which are paid for out of party 
funds or his own pocket. 
Inasmuch as the Democrats are using the fath­ 
er’s name and the state’s money to promote their 
candidate, the designation of the U.S. 66 as a “ free­ 
way” is more than apropos.

The Doctor Says

Q—Fifteen minutes before din­ 
ner I always put my glass of milk 
in the freezing compartment be­ 
cause I like my food ice cold. Is 
this harmful? Why should one not 
put bananas in the refrigerator? 
A—Anyone who has a tendency 
to attacks of colitis should not 
take foods or drinks that are ice 
cold because chilling within the 
abdomen irritates the intestines. 
Some persons with a “ cast-iron 
stomach” apparently get away 
with it—for a while at least. You 
may enjoy the feel of cold food 
and drink in your mouth but chill­ 
ing deadens the taste buds and 
decreases 
the 
flav or 
of 
your 
foods. Chilling also slows chemical 
reactions and thus may interfere 
to some degree with the chemical 
processes of digestion. 
When they are kept in a refrig­ 
erator bananas dev elop an un­ 
pleasant taste 
but, unless chilled 
to too low- a temperature, they 
may be kept in the refrigerator 
when they are incorporated in a 
cream pie or a molded fruit salad. 
Q—How effectiv e and how safe i 
are the new contraceptiv e pills? 


A—Eight different kinds of pills 
hav e now been found to be safe 
ev en by a woman with early can­ 
cer of the uterine cerv ix accord­ 
ing to the Food and Drug Admini­ 
stration. Some of them hav e been 
used continuously for 10 years or 
more without harm. When such 
minor side effects 
as nausea, 
tenderness of the breasts or a 
gain in weight occur these usual­ 
ly wear off but 
if they 
prov e 
troublesome, they can be con­ 
trolled in most women by adjust­ 
ing the dosage or switching to 
another drug. There are a few 
women who cannot adjust to the 
pills. 


There is no ev idence 
that the 
pills in any way aggrav ate the 
menopause. They are in fact more 
likely to make the change of life 
easier. Although the pills are safe 
and effectiv e they must be prop­ 
erly used for the desired effect. 
Q—My doctor says I hav e mor­ 
phea. What causes it and is there 
any cure for it? 
A—The cause of this 
chronic 
skin disease is not known. In this 
disease certain areas of the skin 
become thick and hard. Predni­ 


sone or prednisolone 
may giv e 
some relief. They require a doc­ 
tor's prescription and careful su­ 
perv ision. Anyone 
taking 
these 


drugs should also be giv en drugs 
to prev ent peptic ulcer. 


Q—My doctor tells me I hav e a 
leaky heart v alv e. What caused 


it? What should I do to keep it 
from getting worse? 


A—As a result of rheumatic 


fev er or some other infection a 


scar has formed on one or more 
of your heart v alv es. Since all 


scar tissue tends to contract, the 
v alv es no longer form a perfect 
seal when they close and some 
backflow occurs. After the infec­ 
tion that caused the trouble has 
been completely cured, the heart 
enlarges to compensate for the | 
defect and to maintain your cir* , 
culation. As explained in the pre- 
ceeding answer, you must av oid 
putting an added strain on your 
heart by ov erexertion. You must 
also av oid late hours, becoming 
ov erweight or incurring any in­ 
fections insofar as possible.
